Secretary of State Bryan Resigns 
Holding Adverse Views to Wilson 


Change Of Policy 
Toward Germany 


Is Now Foreseen 


President Immediately Accepts 


Resignation—Acting Secretary of 
State Lansing]Signs Note To Ger- 
many-Bryan Made Last Stand In 
Cabinet To Prevent Note From 
Being Sent* 


WASHINGTON, JUNE 8.—William Jennings Bryan has re- 


signed as Secretary of State. His resignation was accepted immedi- 
ately by President Wilson. 


Mr. Bryan retires from the administration because he is not 


able conscientiously to affix his signature to the note which Presi- 
dent Wilson has prepared to be sent to Germany. 
He says it would 


be unfair to the cause nearest at heart, the prevention of war, for 
him to sign the note. 


Robert Lansing, acting secretary of state, signed the note at the 


instance of President Wilson. 


The note to which Bryan would not affix his signature, reiterates 


the demands made in the note which was sent to Germany following 
the sinking ,of the Lusitania. It demands to know whether or not 
Germany will obey the international laws and the laws of humanity 
in the pursuance of submarine warfare. 


BELIEVE DEMOCRATS WILL SPLIT 


WASHINGTON, JUNE 8.—It is believed here by high officials 


that the country will be dhided in the matter of President Wilson's 
attitude toward Germany. It is also believed that there will be a 
split m the Democratic party with AVilham Jennings Bnan leading 
the faction opposing President Wilson. 


The resignation of Bryan, it is belie-ved, forecasts a change in 


President Wilson's German policy. 


LETTER OF RESIGNATION 


Mr. Bryan's leter of resignation follows: 


My Dear Mr. President: 


It is with sincere regret that I have reached the conviction that 


1 should return to you the commission of Secretary of State with 
which you honsred me at the beginning of your administration. 
Obedient to your sense of duty and actuated by the highest motive, 
you have prepared for transmission to the German government, the 
note in which T cannot join without issue to what I think should be 
an obligation to my country and to remain a member of the cabinet 
would be as unfair to you as it would be to the cause which is nearest 
m\ heait, namely; the prevention of war. 


"I therefore respectfully tender my resignation to take effect 


when the note is sent or before that time." 


WISHES HIM LUCK 


Mr Bryan continues by saying that he has held the same ideas 


as the president with a few exceptions and wishes him unbounded 
success in the future. 


The president immediately accepted the resignation. 
Mr. Brjan's position came as a complete surprise to the presi- 


dent. Tn the notes that have preceded the one under discussion the 
secretary ha1; taken the position that the United States should in- 
vite arbitration. 
He has called attention to the fact that this coun- 


try was on record as unalterably opposed to war and pledged to 
every honorable means to prevent it. But in every instance he has 
stopped short of any further fight when the note had been appiwed 
by the majority of the cabinet. And the president expected that he 
would do so again. 


DELAYED MEETING 


Secretary Bryan began by holding up the cabinet's discussion 


of the note for an hour, whVc he worked in his private office at the 
state department. 
When he finally arrived he had with him a docu- 


ment which, it was reported, was a brief dealing with the situation 
in detail, drafted in view of a fight it was believed he was determin- 
ed to make to force modification of the president's communication 
to Berlin. 
; 


Tt was said to be his resolve to secure such a wording of the mes- 


sage as to make the American position just what it would be toward 
any other nation with which it has an arbitration treaty, permitting 
of an effort at compromise, in case Germany should prove to be 
adamantine in its refusal to alter its submarine war methods.
